Marc Velkeneers (Yam) topped the 
Dutch 125cc MX Grand Prix, placing 
3-1 ahead of Harry Everts who rode to 
a 2-9 second on his works Suzuki. 
Gaston Rahier piloted his Gilera to a 
4-5 third pcne on the Valkenswaard 


circuit ahead of teammate Michel 
Rinaldi who had to settle for a 6-4 
total. Rinaldi still leads the 125cc 
World Championship MX Series stand- 
ings with 40 points over a tie between 
Rahier and Velkeneers who have 27 
each. Harry Everts and Eric Geboers 
are tied for fourth only two points 
back at 25. 


In 250cc World Championship MX 
Series action, reigning champ 
Georges  Jobe continued his 
winning ways with a 1-1 day on his 
Suzuki. Honda-mounted Rolf Dief- 
fenbach took second at the 
Sabadell, Spain event with a 7-4 tally. 
Kees van der Veen followed with a 
9-3 ride for KTM. Jobe leads the 
series with 48. Van der Veen is sec- 
ond at 30; Jean-Claude Laquaye is 
third with 20. American Mike Guerra 
put in his best effort yet for a 10-7, 
seventh overall. Yamaha's Neil 
Hudson fared somewhat better after 
switching back to an air-cooled 
machine this week following up a 
first race crash/DNF with a second 
placing in round two. Teammate 
Dave Watson rode a water-cooled 
bike but crashed in both motos. 


The opening round of the 500cc World 
Championship MX Series saw present 
World Champ Andre Malherbe ride 
his works Honda to a 1-1 victory over 
Suzuki-mounted Jean-Jacques Bruno's 
2-2 second place. KTM-mounted G. 
Reiter took third oveall. Malherbe leads 
the standings with 30 over Bruno's 24, 
Reiter's 14, Vroman's/Van Velthoven's 
tie at 10 and Schmitz's eight. Hus- 
qvarna's Marty Tripes didn't show up 
in the top five in either moto. Brad 
Lackey suffered mechanical problems 
with his Suzuki in round one, then was 
involved in a crash at the start of moto 
two on the Sittendorf, Austria track. 


Marco Lucchinelli (Suz) beat Kenny 
Roberts (Yam) in the April 5 Imola 
200, a 750сс event that saw the top 
four riders competing on their '81 
500cc World Championship Road 
Race Series bikes. Lucchinelli won 
both legs of the two-race program 
with Roberts placing second twice. 
Boet Van Duimen scored third on 
his Suzuki over Michel Frutschi's 
Yamaha. Fifth was the Georgia Pig- 
farmer Dale Singleton, the best- 
placed rider on a 750cc machine, a 
Yamaha. Rich Shlachter did not 
start the race due to illness that's 
plagued him since his arrival in Italy.

The three day motorcycle race 
series will be held Friday, April 17 at 
Brands Hatch; Sunday, April 18, at 
Mallory Park; Monday, April 20, at 
Oulton Park. The 10-year-old series 
annually pits the best American road 
racers against the best in England.

As motorcyclists we are constantly 
being encouraged to write to our 
elected officials to support our sport 
and industry. It is time for us to go one 
step further and help get officials elected 
that represent our best interests, as a 
priority, when they take office. A 
recent letter by Leo Lake of Yamaha 
congratulated L.A. Trade-Tech College 
for the fine job they have been doing 
training motorcycle mechanics for jobs 
in the industry since 1967. In 1977 a 
labor union was forced on all employees 
teaching in the Los Angeles Community 
College District as their sole bargaining 
agent. Because L.A. Trade-Tech is 
the only vocational college of the nine 
colleges in the district, the vocational 
instructors are a minority and are out- 
numbered approximately eight to one. 

The goals of the union are to force 
an agency ых. on all teachers and to 
force the teachers to teach a 12-hour 
week thereby doubling the cost to the 
taxpayers by forcing the district to hire 
more employees. The union negoti- 
ates contracts for a three year period 
with the public officials elected to 
the college Board of Trustees. This 
board is made up of seven members 
and three of these members are up for 
election on April 14. After spending a 
lot of time and effort interviewing can- 
didates, the concerned vocational in- 
structors and the Los Angeles College 
Teachers Association are backing Wil- 
liam Осо, who graduated from 





L.A. Trade Tech, for Office #4; 
Howard Schaefer for Office #6; and 
Rod Walsh for Office #2. A major 
campaign against these candidates is 
being waged by union employees and 
special interest groups. 

The time is right for you to get 
involved. If you are eligible to vote 
for the mayor of L.A., your ballot 
will also list the above mentioned 
Board of Trustee candidates. Un- 
fortunately this election will be de- 
cided by less than 50% of the eligible 
voters. 

The fate of L.A. Trade-Tech and 
its operating cost will be decided by 
these elected officials. If you are not 
eligible to vote in this election, please 
pass this message on to your friends 
who live in the Los Angeles Com- 
munity College District.

Free choice 


Asa Libertarian and a motorcyclist, 
I have philosophical objections to 
compulsory helmet laws. I do admire, 
however, Assemblyman Dick Floyd’s 
approach to AB996 in your recent 
interview: He is up-front and doesn’t 
mince words. While I disagree with his 
bill, I have no problem admiring an 
officeholder with opposing views when 
he appears to be sincere in his convic- 
tions. That is the essence of our 
system. 

Assemblyman Floyd (and others) 
raises one legitimate point in his 
argument in behalf of compulsory 
helmet laws. The fellow who busts his 
head often relies upon the taxpayers to 
put it back together or support him in 
some vegetarian state. I personally 
find this to be irresponsible. Free 
choice should be a personal matter 
and should not involve others who may 
or may not share your convictions. 
Therefore, I would suggest that a 
compromise be struck. No citizen 











should be required to wear a helmet 
and, in return, agrees to waive any 
medical or other aid provided by the 
government if he or she fails to duck 
the odds. 

Remove the safety net and I suspect 
that the choice of wearing a helmet 
may be based upon more than a 
philosophical argument. Still, those 
who choose to pay ought to be allowed 
to wager at the table so long as they 
don’t ask others to back their play.

Mike Kidd directed his Roberts/Lawwill Rac- 
ing Yamaha 500 around Scott Parker with nine 
laps remaining in the 25-lap TT National at 
Ascot Park, and for the second year in a row, 


took the first wave of the check- 
ered flag and the biggest chunk 
of J.C. Agajanian's purse. 

“The only strategy I was us- 
ing," responded Kidd to a question, 
"was that when Parker was ahead of 
me I knew he was going to tire out. 
But I didn't know when. And the flag- 
man messed up and gave us ‘five laps 
to go' when he meant 10. That's when 
I went ahead and passed Parker. I 
raced around and thought the white 
flag was going to come out any time, 
and then he gave us five more laps to 
go. My strategy worked, but I had to 





use it a little too soon." Kidd also had 
to contend with severe vibration caused 
by a broken swingarm bolt. 

Houston TT winner Steve Eklund 
also got around Parker before the 
finish to place second. With Jay Spring- 
steen not competing due to a hand 
injury that he incurred while trail rid- 
ing in Michigan, Eklund gathered in a 
big jump in the point standings as he 
leads Springer, 47-36. Kidd moved up 
to third in the standings with 31. ` 

Finishing fourth behind Parker's 
Tex Peel Harley-Davidson was Gary 
Scott and his venerable Triumph. Rod 
Spencer gave Maico its first AMA 








Grand National Championship points 
in recent memory with a fifth place 
rider on a 490 Mega 2 powered ma- 
chine put together by Jerry Greer as a 
sportsman TT bike project for Cycle 
News. 

Springsteen's absence was notice- 
able, but apparently not serious. "Jay 
was working out last weekend, out cow 
trailing, and he hit his hand against a 
tree. It's not broken, just bruised and 
swollen, with a jammed finger and 
knuckle," said Harley-Davidson Racing 
Manager Dick O'Brien. O'Brien said 
that he expected Springer to race at 
next week's Sacramento Mile. 

It was not a good night for the Harley 
factory team. Grand National Champ 
Randy Goss had his problems and was 
unable to gain a slot in the National, 
finally settling for winning the Trophy 
Race. 

Time trials 

Only the truly sideways could have 
made an accurate prediction as to the 
fast qualifier. Dave Aldana rides few 
dirt track events these days, and for 
this race all he had was a stock-looking 
Yamaha YZ465 with dirt track tires 
and lowered suspension. But when the 
times were tallied, Aldana had earned 
the pole in the first heat with a 47.52- 
second lap. Northern California rider 
Buddy Robinson pushed his XR750 
around the track to post a 47.62 and 
second fastest time. Roberts/Lawwill 
Racing Team riders Jim Filice, the 
Rookie Expert, and Mike Kidd turned 
in the third and fourth fastest times. 

A surprise was Scott Pearson. The 
'80 Peoria TT winner waved off a time 
that would have put him in the 48- 
rider field, and then turned in one 
that didn't. 


Heats ў 
Two of 1980's top riders were out of 
the race before the first heat began. 
Hank Scott was unable to start due to 
mechanical troubles of unknown type, 
and Billy Labrie had his rear brake 
assembly come apart during the warm- 
up lap and was not allowed to ride 
when it couldn't be repaired in time. 
When heat one got underway, it im- 
mediately turned into a Mickey Fay af- 
fair, as the Roger Stanley-supported 
rider rode all 10 laps in the lead. Dave 
Aldana kept second spot warm from 





beginning to end, eventually falling 
back from Fay. Triumph rider John 
Gennai had third initially, but lost it 
to Rookie Brett Barkman on a Rob 
Muzzy Honda 500. At the finish the 
first-year Washington Expert took the 
final transfer to the National, and sent 
fourth place Bubba Shobert (Yam) 
and others to the first semi. 

Macedo  Construction-sponsored 
Rookie Rich Arnaiz set up housekeep- 
ing in the lead of the second heat. 
Wayne Raineys XR750 and Team 
Honda's Freddie Spencer's XR500 fol- 
lowed. For the first four laps Arnaiz 
pulled away in the lead while Spencer 
battled with Rainey. On the fifth lap, 
Spencer made his move and beat 
Rainey into the first infield right- 
hander. The new order lasted for a few 
more laps while Rod Spencer worked 
the lone Maico into fourth. The eighth 
lap marked the drama. Arnaiz fell in 
the same corner where Freddie Spencer 
passed Rainey. His lead was enough 
that he was able to remount just be- 
hind them. He managed to get by 
Rainey on the last lap to finish second 
with Rod Spencer a closing fourth. 

The notion of a helluva Rookie of 
the Year battle upcoming between Jim 
Filice and Arnaiz was furthered when 
the former holeshot the third heat 
from his pole position. Brad Hurst, 
riding for Messler Performance, 
KRW, Castrol, Panther Frames, 
Norris Cams, Ard Engineering, et. al., 
led the pursuit comprised of Terry 
Poovey, Gary Scott and Steve Eklund. 
Filice’s lead lasted two laps before 
Hurst found a way by. A lap later 
Poovey found his way out of the front 
runners by going down, and the top 
three were Hurst, Filice and Scott. Two 
laps later Scott used the power of his 
KK Supply/Sisemore Traveland Tri- 
umph to pass Filices 500cc machine 
down the front straight of the Ascot 
half mile. The front running three, 
along with fourth place Eklund, closed 
up a bit on the eighth lap, but then 
settled into that order. It was the 
fastest 10 laps of the night. 

Steve Morehead holeshot the final 
heat and led until Ricky Graham took 
over. But the race was red flagged mid- 
way through the second lap because 
Oklahoma's Dave Bradley had fallen out 
on the oval during the first lap. With a

suspected shoulder problem, Bradley 
was taken by ambulance to a local 
hospital. 

` When racing resumed, Ricky Gra- 
ham took the lead on the Ron Wood 
Norton, only to run off the track and 
start the chase again from last. Sport- 
ing his team's РЈ1 and Wrangler logos, 
Mike Kidd took over from that point 
and was not seriously challenged. Like- 
sie, Scott Parker ran second from that 
point on with his Klotz/Wiseco/AMF 
H-D/Diamond Chain/Tex Peel/Rick 
Toldo-sponsored mount. Third was an 
initial tussle between Steve Morehead 
(Hon) and Ronnie Jones, riding Sal 
Hoffman’s spare Yamaha 500 after his 
Suzuki broke in practice. When More- 
head ran into troubles, third was Jones’ 
to the finish. Behind the top three 
there was quite a bit of action between 
Jeff Allison on an American, Ricky 
Graham and Randy Goss. Graham 
moved up as high as fourth but came 
into another corner too hot and he, 
like Goss, would have to wait until the 
second semi. 


Semis 


John Hateley grabbed the holeshot 
of the first semi, but it was red flagged 
when Buddy Robinson and Bob Sand- 
ers went down. Sanders was to his feet 
quickly after the race was stopped, 
and the race was restarted with Hateley 
and Don Dodge in the top two spots. 
Hateley, the veteran riding for Hateley 
Enterprises, controlled the lead while 
Maico-mounted Rod Spencer moved 
from fifth to second. With the top two 
from each semi transferring to the Na- 
tional, Spencer did the inevitable and 
set out after Hateley. Catch him he 
did, on the eighth lap, and he continued 
on to the win. Jerry Greer, who put 
together the Knight-framed creation, 
had said before the race, “I'll be happy 
if we make it to the Trophy Race.” In 
its first outing the Spencer/Maico com- 
bination didn’t make it to the Trophy 
Race, but did catch a spot in the Na- 
tional along with Hateley. Buddy 
Robinson passed John Gennai on the 
last lap to lead those who were bound 
for the Trophy Race. 

The second semi was the best race of 
the night. Chief protagonists were 
Ricky Graham on the Alphabet/Klotz/ 
Wiseco/Shoei/Dellorto-sponsored Nor- 


ton, and Steve Eklund, who along 
with tuner/sponsor Storme Winter had 
changed front end geometry, suspen- 
sion, tires and other things to come up 
with a working combination on their 
Castrol/Arai/Moto-X  Fox-sponsored 
machine. Randy Goss appeared to get 
the jump on the start, but it was quick- 
ly Eklund and Graham up front. For 
the next nine laps the average lead 
change was two per lap, with Eklund 
having the advantage on the infield 
and Graham usually taking the lead 
back as they came on to the front 
straightaway. That's what happened on 
the final lap, as well. Eklund had the 
lead coming off the final turn but Gra- 
ham had the horsepower to just barely 
nip him at the line. Goss rode in third 
all the way, in sight of the leading duo, 
but unable to catch up. It was the sec- 
ond fastest 10 laps of the evening. 
Trophy Race 

Larry Legarra (Tri) got the jump 
off the line but soon found himself 
running second to Lars Trulson 
(Hon). Trulson continued to lead in 
the following laps, while John Gennai 
moved into second and was trailed by 
Legarra and Goss. On about the fifth 
lap, Trulson went down in the first 
turn and turned the lead over to 
Gennai. Shortly before that Goss had 
overtaken Legarra for second, although 
the northern California rider was still 
sticking close. Goss moved up on Gen- 
nai within a few laps and then they 
started battling heavily for the lead. 
However, three laps from the end, 
Gennai pulled off the track due to a 
lack of useable spokes remaining on 
his rear wheel. Goss continued on in 
the lead with Legarra a comfortable 
second. Sal Hoffman (Yam) defeated 
Buddy Robinson in their battle for 
third. 


National 


The 25-lap final appeared to be 
underway with Gary Scott and Brad 
Hurst going for the lead, but in the 
crush through turn two, three riders 
went down, bringing out the red flag. 
Dave Aldana and Jim Filice were up 
immediately, but Rich Arnaiz had his 
right foot trapped between the rear 
wheel, chain and swingarm of Filice’s 
machine. Mert Lawwill and crew had 
to dismantle the Filice machine to get 





Arnaiz's foot out. The ambulance 
crew put his ankle in a splint and took 
him to the hospital for X-rays, while 
the Lawwill crew worked feverishly to 
mount a new rear wheel on Filice's 
bike because the original was missing 

uite a few spokes. The new rear wheel 
didnt have the tire Filice wanted, but 
there was no time to change. 

On the restart it was Gary Scott, 
Mickey Fay, Scott Parker, Ricky Gra- 
ham (from row three!), Mike Kidd and 
Jim Filice up front. At the rear of the 
pack, Freddie Spencer coasted off the 
track with a dead machine. Asked 
later what happened, Honda's Jerry 
Griffith said, “А grain of sand in the 
gas cap vent. It cut off the air. I don't 
even believe it...” 

Back up front the lead spots were 
being shuffled vigorously as Fay took 
over the lead and Parker, Scott and 
Graham were all trying to occupy sec- 
ond. On the following lap Parker nailed 
Fay going into the infield. At the com- 
pletion of that lap, the fourth, the order 
was Parker, Graham, Kidd, Fay, Steve 
Eklund, Scott, Filice and Wayne 
Rainey. 

On the first right hander of the fifth 
lap, two riders were set back from the 
chase. Graham fell and Fay could not 
avoid running into him. The ruckus 
allowed Parker to pull into a bit of a 
lead over a battle between Eklund and 
Kidd, with Scott and Filice behind 
them. 

Lap five saw Filice go down on the 
right hander after the jump. As Gra- 
ham and Fay had done, he picked up 
the machine and carried on, back 
from the leaders. 

At the one-third marker, eight laps, 
Parker led with Eklund advancing on 
him, and Kidd was third over Scott. 
Many lengths back, Rod Spencer had 
moved into fifth ahead of Rainey and 
Dave Aldana. 

Two laps later Kidd put a move on 
Eklund to take second coming onto the 
front straight. On the same lap, Brad 
Hurst was out of the race with a busted 
primary chain. 

Although pressed briefly by Kidd, 
Parker reeled off another six laps out 
front. Kidd and Eklund remained 
flush, but Gary Scott had slipped back 
slightly with some carburetor troubles. 

On the 16th lap, Kidd, who along 





with Parker beleived there were only a 
few laps remaining, made his move. 
He got by the Michigan rider as they 
exited the infield and started to open 
up some moonlight. 

Eklund moved up on Parker, and on 
the 19th lap, got a break. Parker was 
hung up for an instant by lapped rid- 
ers on the infield and Eklund jumped 
into the gap to take over second. 

Positions held to the flag and Kidd 
has his second Ascot TT win in as 
many years. Eklund finished next to 
make his '81 slate read 4-1-2, followed 
by Parker, who picked up his first 
points of the year. Gary Scott continued 
to make money on the elderly Triumph 
that has won this event three times, 
this time finishing fourth over Spencer, 
Rainey, Aldana, Filice and Brett Bark- 
man. Mickey Fay rounded out the top 
10 over Ronnie Jones and John Hateley. 
Ricky Graham blew an engine and was 
credited with 13th, while Brad Hurst 
picked up the last point. 

Kidd, who was injured in a Daytona 
practice crash, had been uncertain 
about his back. "He (the doctor) said 
my back would be really weak and I'd 
be riding more with my arms and my 
chest; sitting on the bike and being a 
little more relaxed. I wore a kidney 
belt to give my back a little more 
strength. It's amazing — when you get 
on a motorcycle you don't think about 
anything but riding it anyway, so the 
pain went away. I came into the win- 
ner's circle and it started aching again. 


But it doesn’t hurt now — I’m too 
excited," grinned Mike. е

Another rider who showed 
presciencé was Team Yamaha's Larry 


Roeseler. 

“I think I tied with LaVoie,” 
Roeseler said of the log jam of riders 
who dropped 20 points. “Today you're 
lucky to go 30 mph. They put a couple 
of good sections," Roeseler said of his 
first experience in the Jersey sand. 

LaVoie finished third in the Open 
AA class behind Husky riders Burleson 
and Terry Cunningham, but the tie- 
breaking procedure put him ahead of 
Roeseler and Suzuki's Jeff Fredette 
who early on looked like the class 
winner. 

“It won't stay that way for long. It'll 


be a tie-breaker and I never win tie 
breakers,” said Fredette. “The run was 
OK. There were a lot of whoops, trees, 
ruts and stumps all at once." 

Overall A class winner Vanaman 
seemed to keep pace with all that and 
dropped only 19 points, two of those 
coming when he burned a check. : 

"It was the first one in the 
afternoon. We all came in together 
and it cost me two points. I hit a tree 
in the second section and that cost me 
a point," Husky supported Vanaman 
said. 

With Vanaman moving out of the 
class to claim A overall, Husky's Mike 
Melton took the 250cc A honors, but 
wanted more. 

"I don't know, compared to 
everybody else I went real slow. 
Basically I got smoked," the winner of 
the Stone Mountain National said. “It 
was good riding. If we'd have had 
some rain it would have been perfect." 

Three points behind Melton was 
Team Green's Bruce Kenny. "It was 
real dusty. The wind helped a little 
bit, blowing it away. And the whoops 
were so deep. They were two and three 
feet deep," said Kenney. 

New Jersey resident Mike Rosso 
finished second behind fellow Suzuki 
rider Mike McHale in the 200cc A 
class, but dust wasn't his main 
problem. 

"I burned a check or two. I get beat 
by not being on top of my minute. It 
takes some getting used to. You have 
to get tunnel vision. I started trying to 
figure things out whether I'm hot or 
cold and that slows you down," said 
Rosso. 

Overall the run was a success with 
great cooperation from OCCR, SJER, 
and the Bamber Lakes Fire 
Department whose hall was used for 
quick and efficient scoring. 

"We had the fire hall cleaned up 
and were headed home by seven 
O'clock," OCCR's Cooper said. s

Hannah breaks 
Suzuki's streak!

Yamaha broke a long dry spell to snap Suzuki's 
win streak in 250cc races as none other than 
Bob Hannah edged Kent Howerton (2-1 to 1-2) 
in the second moto for the overall 250cc win at 


the Coors/Yamaha 125/250cc 
Motocross National. 

The pair put on the most spec- 
tacular racing of the day, more 
like a Supercross that went two 45- 
minute motos, before an estimated 
14,500 spectators, the largest crowd in 
Saddleback Park's history. 

Howerton fell during some heavy 
dicing with the Hurricane in the first 
moto, but came back to win it. In the 
second round, Hannah slipped by 
Howerton after about 15 minutes and 
successfully held him off the rest of the 
way. 
In the 125s, Mark Barnett dominated 
both motos as he did at Hangtown last 
weekend, keeping alive his hopes of 
winning every 125cc moto this year 
and maintaining Suzuki's win streak in 
that class. 





Second overall was Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward with 2-3 rides. Johnny O'Mara 
took his factory Honda to 3-4 finishes 
for third with teammate Jim Gibson 
running a strong second in moto two. 
A blown transmission after moving 
into fourth early in the first moto caused 
Gibson to DNF and dropped him to 
eighth in the overall column. 


Preliminaries 


The first 125cc qualifier found 
Suzuki West-mounted Gary Denton in 


‘the early lead before a bobble toward 


the end of the first lap dropped him 
back. Yamaha's Erik Kehoe was there 
to snap it up and he went the rest of 
the 10-minute race alone. 

Gary Dircks on a K&M Racing 
KTM held off DG Yamaha-mounted 
Mark Murphy for the runner-up slot 
with Yamaha rider Jeff Schumacher 








and Bryan Wargo on a Pacific Racing 
Enterprises Yamaha chasing them in. 

Cedar Rapids Honda rider John 
Spaw, Kawasaki's Tom Benolkin and 
Michael Preston on a Jorgy's Suzuki 
were the first to plummet down Banzai 
in the second qualifier. Benolkin 

gged it and went around Spaw on 

ap two, going untouched to the 
checkers. 

DG Yamaha-mounted Rick Maki 
got by Preston the second time around 
but couldn't find a way to beat Spaw. 
Todd Hempstead on a Barney's Motor- 
cycles Yamaha finished fifth. 

Dynamic Cycle Yamaha rider Kreg 
Bigelow and Chris Heisser on a Heisser 
Racing, Inc. Suzuki led off the con- 
solation race. Heisser took command 
quickly while Wargo moved up to 
second leaving Bigelow to fend off 
Cycle West Suzuki's Scott Rebuck, 
Vestal Marine Yamaha rider Thomas 
Rice and Andy Kirker on a new Suzuki 
Floater. 

"Cousin Chris" Howard on a Maico 
got the holeshot in the first 250cc qual- 
ifier, but Maico-backed Carlos Serrano 
stole the lead by the end of the first lap 
and was never headed. Canadian rider 
Ross Pederson on a Kawasaki held off 
Suzuki-mounted Clint Hardick at the 
finish for second followed by Howard, 
LOP Suzuki rider Steve Martin and 
Wayne Boyer on a Suzuki who had 
moved up to third but bailed on the 
final lap. 

Honda rider Jim Tarantino ran off 
with the second qualifier. Track 'N 
Travel Maico rider Ed Arnet, Maico's 
Dave Coupe and Eric Eaton and Honda- 
mounted Jonathan Keller filled out the 
top five. 

It was Yamaha rider Mike 
Shoemaker all the way in the consola- 
tion moto, Trey Jorski on a Kawasaki 
plugging himself into second. Timbo 
Richardson kept his Honda in front of 
Can-Am pilot Juan Benavidez II for 
third with Bay Motors Honda rider 
Jeff Ellens and Doug Longwell on a 
Sport Dynamics Yamaha gaining the 
final transfers to the National. 


Horsepower Factory Honda rider 
Clark Jones took the three-lap exhibi- 
tion race for thumpers from start to 
finish. Marty Moates on another HPF 
boomer challenged Jones in the early 
going but got off at the double jumps 
on lap two and restarted at the back of 
the pack. Suzuki-mounted Gary Jones 
got second.

Jeff Ward and Erik Kehoe screamed 
their bikes up the start hill and into 
the first turn in front of the pack, but 
it wasn't long before Mark Barnett had 
a lock on the point position after start- 
ing fifth. He quickly built a 10-second 
lead and simply clicked off lap after 
lap in precise, unerring fashion though 
traffic slowed him a few seconds around 
the 25-minute point. 

Lapped riders posed a problem for 
Ward. “I closed on Barnett a little bit, 
then lapped riders sent me off a bunch 
of berms. I took some really bad lines, 
and I just dropped farther back than I 
was gaining," he said. 

He held about a 30-second margin 
over third place Johnny O', though. 
Jim Gibson had gotten a fair start and 
moved up to fourth after 10 minutes. 
The tranny locked up a couple laps 
later, however, to suddenly squelch his 
charge. 

Yamaha teamster Scott Burnworth 
took back fourth position at that point 
and kept it to the finish over Tom 
Benolkin, Rick Johnson on a JT Racing/ 
Carrera Yamaha and Danny "Magoo" 
Chandler on a Pro Trac Trailers 
Suzuki. Yamaha-mounted A.J. Whit- 
ing, Chris Heisser and Gary Denton 
filled out the top 10. 


Barnett was anxious to get a better 
start the next time around. “I started 
on the left in the first moto and I went 
to the right for the second moto. It was 
a lot better. The right was smoother, a 
lot faster out of the gate," he said later. 

It worked well, and he immediately 
zipped into the lead. At end of two 
laps, he had five seconds over Ward 
and began to build toward another 10- 

















second lead. "I was pretty content with 
that so I just kind of kept that pace the 
whole time instead of trying to push it 
and maybe making a mistake. 

"It wasn't your average Saturday 
Saddleback. They put a lot of different 
stuff in it, and it got rougher than 
usual. It got a lot of potholes in it. 
Banzai and a couple up- and downhills 
they put in there made the whole track 
a lot better. You had to watch it, it was 
really slick; you had to use a lot of 
throttle control and technique." 

Gibson caught Ward after 20 
minutes and slipped underneath for 
second after the IRC downhill. Try as 
be might, though, the Saddleback 
specialst couldn't make a dent in 
Barnett's lead. 

Ward fell off the pace after the 
midway point. "I crashed about 
halfway and bruised my shin bone. 
The bike wouldn't start right away, 
and I dropped way back,” he said. 

He was still able to stay ahead of 
O'Mara who had problems of his own 
that held him back. “About halfway 
through, my shock blew up. I had no 
return damping; it was basically a 
spring." 

Magoo started out around 13th and 
steadily worked his way up, passing 
Burnworth for fifth just before getting 
the white flag. 

Johnson got seventh with Yamaha's 
Donnie Cantaloupi, Bentley and Benol- 
kin following.

Moto-X Fox rider David Bailey on a 
works Kawasaki, Yamaha's Bob Han- 
nah, Honda's Donnie Hansen and 
Kawasaki's Warren Reid were the first 
to drop off Banzai Hill and toward the 
first right-hander. Kent Howerton 
started around seventh but was up to 
fifth at the end of the first lap with 
Hannah and Hansen fighting for the 
lead, Bailey and Honda-mounted Ron 
Sun third and fourth. 

Hansen slipped underneath Hannah 
as they reached the top of Banzai and 
squirted out of the corner in front at 
the beginning of lap two. Howerton 
moved into third a short time later 
leaving Bailey, Yamaha's Rick Burgett 
and Reid scrambling for fourth. 

Hannah snatched the lead back 
from Hansen the next time around 
and started to pull a lead on the Honda 
rider. Howerton crept up on Hansen 
and bagged him after the 15-minute 
point. As they bounced farther around 
the jump-filled track, Howerton shot 
by Hannah for the lead. 

Hannah shot right back, though, 
and tried to stuff underneath Hower- 
ton in the berm at the bottom of the 
IRC downhill. The two went at it back 
and forth, each working on the other 
but neither gaining the advantage for 
long as there was much pushing and 
shoving taking place. 

After the midway point in the moto, 
Howerton suddenly went down on the 
short downhill after the double jumps, 
sliding down the hill and losing second 
to Hansen. “When I went off the top 
of that double jump, I was kind of 
surprised that he ran into me. It was 
pretty darn aggressive, bumping into 
each other, but I'm not gonna back 
off, I'll fight. Me and Barnett's done 
the same thing except we don't run 
over each other. 

"He just gassed it and ran straight 
into me. It knocked the bike out from 
under me and I fell backwards onto 
him and landed on his bike, then he 
gassed it, and it drug me halfway 
down the hill," Howerton said later. 

Hannah was upset at what 
happened and didn't like it a bit. “The 
first time he passed me, he rammed 
me, so I got a little mad and I passed 
him back. Second time he passed me, 
he rams me. Third time he passes me, 
he rams me. Fourth time he got 
rammed; I rammed him on purpose

just like he rammed me the three times 
out there. 

"That's all, he was riding dirty. If he 
wants to ride dirty, I'll ride dirty, but 
that isn't the way I want to ride. That's 
the way it goes sometimes. It don't 
matter to me; I'd just as soon not, 
but.. 

Howerton was up as quickly as he 
could and got going again, catching 
Hansen after a couple laps. When 
Hansen apparently missed a shift in 
the gulley part of the track, Howerton 
was quickly past and about five seconds 
down on Hannah. 

A short time later, Howerton was up 
to, then past Hannah again and kept 
it to the checkers. 

Hansen's Honda blew a seal in the 
shock late in the race and he just 
putted the last couple laps with the 
back wheel bopping madly. Reid 
broke away from his early duel with 
Burgett and Bailey and passed Hansen 
on the last lap. 

Suzuki R&D rider Ron Turner went 
past Suzuki-mounted Larry Wosick 
with a couple laps to go for the seventh 
spot with Wayne Boyer and Yamaha 
rider Kris Bigelow next in. 

As the field lined up for the second 
round, Hansen, Hannah and Hower- 





ton chose the three positions on the 
right side of the gate next to each other. 
When the gate dropped, Howerton and 
Hansen flew to the front. 

Hannah got by Hansen for second 
early on the first lap and set his sights 
immediately on Howerton as the 
crowd prepared for a replay of the first 
moto. Hannah zipped past the Texan 
15 minutes into the moto but, as in the 
first race, couldn't shake him. The two 
stayed glued to each other for the rest 
of the race with Hannah repulsing 
each pass attempt Howerton made. 


Said Howerton afterwards, "I just 
couldn't hang on to the bars; my arm 
got so tired. Coming down those 
downhills, it'd just start shaking and 
my hand would come off. I tried; I 
couldn't hang on." Despite his elbow 
hurting from his first moto crash with 
Hannah, Howerton gave it a good run, 
tried one last desperation pass on the 
final lap but ended up on the ground 
while Hannah rode away happily. 


Hansen rode third for practically 
the entire race with Reid fourth until 
Turner passed him before the white 
flag. Sun finished sixth followed by 
Bailey, Burgett, Tarantino «and 
Bigelow. е

Historically, AMA Grand National Champion- 
ship Series racing has produced beautiful, 
homegrown machinery, assembled in dealers' 
shops, backyards, garages and in vans rolling 


through the night toward races 
several states distant. Long hours 
of labor under the feeble glim- 
mer of 60-watt bulbs gave birth 
to handbuilt racebikes that first saw 
the light of day when the van doors 
swung open at some midwestern fair- 
ground. The often jewel-like, sometimes 
cobby motorcycles rolled down the 
ramp, out onto the track to win close- 
fought races. 

Honda, historically has produced 
racing machinery in the mold of exotica 
personified, cast, forged and extruded 
from the basic alloys into World Cham- 
pionship-winning GP bikes. Emerging 
from the best engineering minds Japan 
has to offer, expedited through blue 
print stages into modern machine shops, 
motorcycles with as many cylinders as 
gears were created to win races, 
period. 

Some things never change, and in 
the case where Honda decided to go 
dirt tracking, the best of both worlds 
has been utilized. 

One of the best things to be taken 
from the American school is the talent 
of Jerry Griffith. Griffith has been in- 
volved with dirt track racing since the 
early '60s when he tried his own hand 
at racing. He went through a stint 
working with Kenny Roberts in the 
mid-70s and on to Team Honda in '79. 
The finished motorcycle you see here is 
to a very large extent his brainchild. 
The CX500 motors were modified in 
Japan at Honda R&D; the frame de- 
signed and built by Jerry. Then he put 
the two together and added the finish- 
ing touches. 

Bascially, the NS750 is a water- 
cooled, four-stroke, four-valve V-twin. 
Sounds simple. It isn't. 

Boosting the mild-mannered CX500 
V-twin to a flame-throwing 750cc rac- 
ing motor was a trick in itself. The 
stroke has been lengthened with a new 
crankshaft, and the cylinder castings 
have been stretched to match by slip- 
ping a spacer in between the head and 
barrel before sleeving the whole deal. 

A: heavier flywheel has been added 
to the countershaft side, and once that 
was put on, an outboard bearing be- 
came necessary to support the extra 


rotating weight. This whole process re- 





quired a new sandcast side cover. 
Enter the Japanese mega-yen touch. 
The frame/swingarm had to be made 
to work over what became a very wide 
motor. Enter American ingenuity. 

Griffith's experience in the dirt 
track frame business told him how to 
weld up a suitable web of tubing to 
control the anticipated horsepower 
and deliver it to xu ground. Canti- 
levered Works Performance shocks are 
presently being used to handle the es- 
timated 78 bhp at 8,000 rpm. 

Those horsepower figures, by the 
way, are not up-to-the-minute. Ex- 
haust pipes of different diameters are 
being tested, and the smaller, newer 
one seems better. The dyno test was 
done on a larger set. Predictions range 
around 85 bhp potential. 

Freddie Spencer and Jeff Haney first 
rode the NS750 bikes at Ascot on April 
2 in preparation for the April 3 
Gardena Gold Cup. Two sets of forks 
were being tried, a set of Marzocchis 
and a pair from the Honda parts bin 
that originally were designed to hold 
up the front end of an XR200 trail 
bike. T'wo sets of carburetors were tried 
on the bikes, a set of Lectrons on Fred- 
die's #19 machine and a pair of Del- 
lortos on Haney's #28. Grimeca disc 
brakes were fitted to each machine, 
Spencer's set up with the floating an- 
chor rod below the swingarm, Haney's 
with the rod above. 

Track preparation for the half mile 
and the following night's National TT 
had not yet begun, and the Ascot oval 
refused to shape up despite a hurried 
grading and a once-over by the water 
truck. As a result, the racing surface 
allowed no indication of what could be 
expected for lap times on the all-new 
machines. The combination of poor 
traction and the apparent power de- 
veloped by the water-cooled twin left 
long roostertails hanging behind the 
riders on the straightaways. Sliding 
back on the seat only brought on a 
severe tendency for the machines to 
wheelie! Spencer totally erased the 
tread pattern from the left side of his 
rear tire. 

Both riders were obviously excited 
by the strength of the motors. When 
they're completely dialed in...Harley- 
Davidson, watch out!

Sounds pretty radical, doesn't it? And yet, when 
you consider the implications of AB996, As- 
semblyman Dick Floyd's new helmet law pro- 
posal, the "handcuffed" statement isn't that 


far from fact. 


We've been through this be- 
fore! We fought, invested our 
donations and wrote letters to 
overthrow the previous helmet 
law. We — as riders — don't want it 
any more than drivers want a law that 
requires the use of seatbelts, airbags or 
helmets in automobiles. 

The reasons for not having a helmet 
law overwhelm . Floyd's feeble 
arguments for proposing one. Gary 
Winn, American Motorcyclist Associa- 
tion's legislative analyst in their Govern- 
ment Relations Department outlines 
them in detail in a letter to Assembly- 
man Floyd. We've reprinted that letter 
on p. 24. It contains some very useful 
statistics that you'll find helpful when 
you write your own letter to your district 
assemblyman. His name and address 
are listed on p. 22, along with the 
name and address of your (with em- 
phasis on the your — you elected him!) 
California State Senator. Those two 
letters should be considered an absolute 
minimum effort. Unless you have a 
hankering for handcuffs. 

That's the part that worries me 
most...the part where we become law- 
breakers by not wearing a helmet. Per- 
sonally, I'm the kind of guy who always 
buckles up when he drives a car, who 
would not object to an airbag popping 
up between his daughter's face and the 
dashboard and who would not 
consider letting anyone he loves ride a 
motorcycle een Бол first strapping on a 








Snell-approved helmet. (In fact, one 
of my main gripes is that even the best 
standards the U.S. has for helmet man- 
ufacturers are not stringent enough.) 

I don't like to be stopped by police- 
men. Something’s changed since the 
days of Spanky and Our Gang; the 
big, stern but lovable cop on his beat 
has been replaced by the soldier of for- 
tune with no foreign war to fight. 
Don't get me wrong. I'wouldn't take 
that job for anything. I understand — 
as does the next CHP officer who pulls 
you over for a chat — that you may be 
one of the increasingly prevalent violent 
minority. Someone who will greet him 


with bullets instead of bull-stories. 
I don’t want to talk to someone with 


that attitude. As necessary for his sur- 
vival as it may be, it automatically 
puts me in a guilty-until-proven- 
innocent position. And he's got the 
law, the badge and the gun. And the 
handcuffs. 

Nope. A freeway shoulder is no 
place to debate the basic foolishness or 
injustice of the helmet law. The place 
to fight it is through The System in 
Sacramento. And the time to fight it is 
right now. 


Where’d this Floyd guy come 
from? 

Boy, now there’s a good question. I 
first heard about Dick Floyd while 
chatting with Roxy Rockwood, our 
National Papers columnist. That was 
about the time (if memory serves) that 





Floyd began his campaign for office. 
Roxy recommended Floyd as a long- 
time motorcyclist — a Harley rider — 
who would be a good man to have in 
Sacramento, especially with Bob Hayes 
on his way out. 

Then Hy Weitzman, Executive Direc- 
tor of the California Motorcycle Dealers 
Association, got into the act. Hy caught 
up with us at the Anaheim Dealernews 
Motorcycle and Accessory Trade Expo, 
and invited us to the CMDA cocktail 
party where we could meet Dick Floyd 
and learn more about him. 

Both Roxy and Hy suggested we in- 
terview him. It was a good idea, but 
somehow it never happened. It’s prob- 
ably going to turn into one of my 
greatest regrets. It wasn’t until we 
finally did an interview (Vol. XVIII, 
No. 12, April 1, 1981) that the helmet 
law issue emerged. 

That interview was conducted after 
a reminder from Weitzman that we 
still hadn't done what we'd agreed was 
a good idea back at Anaheim. Editor 
Dale Brown got on the phone the same 
day Hy reminded us, and the story 
broke in the next week's Cycle News/ 
West. 

I was shocked. At first opportunity, 
I phoned Weitzman and asked him 
about CMDA's support of Floyd. Did 
CMDA support AB996? It was Weitz- 
man's turn to be surprised. He thought 
AB996 was a helmet standards bill; in 
my opinion, something we not only 
could use but need. Helmets should be 
made to higher safety standards. 

But what about good, ol' Harley- 
riding Dick Floyd? Our buddy in the 
California State Assembly. Was this 
the ultimate doublecros? Or did 
CMDA know of, and support, the 
helmet law? 

Weitzman offered a politician's an- 
swer; something like: "Some of our 








members believe in a helmet law and 
some don't." 

I asked for a CMDA official policy 
on AB996. Weitzman said he'd get 
back to me after they'd had a meeting 
and made their decision. 

This morning (pressday, Monday, 
April 6) I phoned Weitzman's office. 
He wasn't in; he was in San Francisco 
attending the CMDA meeting. "The 
decision is being made in San Francisco 
today, but in all likelihood it will be 
neutral," the man on the phone told 
me after confering with an associate. 

As it turned out, the CMDA's posi- 
tion was anything but neutral. Hy 
Weitzman returned the call at 3:45 
p.m., just 45 minutes before our printer 
picked up the artwork on this issue, 
and made their position clear. "The 
CMDA, speaking for the 700 franchised 
dealers in California, is unalterably 
opposed to AB996 which calls for 
mandatory helmet use, but we'll con- 
tinue, as we have over the last few 
years, to support the voluntary use of 
approved helmets, all other safety- 
related items and the promotion of 
driver safety education in California." 


What are we going to do about 
it? 

Fight. 

This newspaper was involved in the 
previous helmet law turn-around, and 
it'll be involved in this one. We'll keep 
our readers up to date on what's 
happening, and we'll vigorously 
support (and urge you to do the same) 
Floyd's opposition next election. 
Unless, heaven forbid, he's a far worse 
choice. Or unless Floyd decides he may 
have chosen a poor cause to champion. 
That’s what we're hoping. We hate to 
think of a good ol' Harley rider as 
anything but a friend.

AMA replies to 
Assemblyman 


Floyd's AB996 


Dear Assemblyman Floyd: 

As Cycle News West suggests in its March 23 
issue, California riders will probably remember 
your bill, AB996, which would make helmet 
use a matter of law. They'll remember it be- 


cause they have, through their 
elected representatives at state 
and federal levels routinely re- 
jected helmet laws each time one 
has attempted to legislate safety. They'll 
remember AB996 because it once again 
treats motorcyclists as a special breed 
of road user, a group evidently not 
quite intelligent enough to protect itself. 

I don't dispute or doubt your sin- 
cerity; you are certainly compassionate 
and seem to know the motorcycle from 
the saddle. But why is it that your com- 

assion ends just short of doing the 
real job for highway safety, such as 
proposing a seat belt law? Is it because 
you know full well that it would be un- 
popular with a broad base of voters? Is 
that why just motorcyclists are the 
object of your interest? 

Granted, the morbidity statistics are 
there. But don't falsely bring Harry 
Hurt into the fray — Hurt says helmets 
work and that's all he says. We agree. 
The statistics you are fond of using tell 
other stories you don't mention, stories 
that, born of the same compassion you 
have for fellow road users, would, or 
should, inspire you to greater interests 
than you are limiting yourself to in the 
sponsorship of this single unpopular 
law. Let's do some investigation to see 
what these untold stories are. 

The Federal government in January 
of this year said that 42,541 people 
died in auto accidents, with another 
5,480 motorcyclists last year. Since 
politicians and statisticians tend toward 
the biggest bang for the buck, wouldn't 
it make sense to try to protect these 
tens of thousands of car drivers, based 
simply on their overwhelming numbers? 
But then maybe bikers just injure their 
heads more and need the kind of pro- 
tection that helmet laws supposedly 
offer. 

Sorry. Other federal statistics show 
that unrestrained auto operators are 
fatally injured in the head-face-neck 
area at a rate of 71.6% compared to 
35.3% for motorcycle operators. So if 
you used head injury rates as a yardstick, 
then helmet laws for car drivers seem to 
jump to the top of any priority list. 

Then it must be that old “social 
burden” theory at work, the idea that 
biker injuries are just too costly to 
justify half of them not using helmets. 
This is, of course, your "vegetable" 
theory in Cycle News West. What do 
statistics say about that argument? 

The same institute that once studied 
the costs to unhelmeted motorcyclists 
in their hospital also supplied AMA 
with information on car operators 
costs. The Rocky Mountain Regional 
Spinal Injury Center, Inc., says: 

"Spinal cord injuries and brain in- 


juries occur with much greater fre- | 





quency as a result of automobile ac- 
cidents than any other cause. In 
general our experience would suggest 
that the cost of care for spinal cord 
and brain injury is not significantly 
different because of the cause of in- 
ury. 

The Injury Center goes on that 
51.9% of all spinal disabilities are re- 
lated to transportation accidents, of 
which 4.2 of that 1979 total were caused 
by motorcycles or bicycles. So, the 
social burden dogma that you have to 
force people to care for themselves when 
they start costing society money just 
won't wash either. There are more car- 
folk on the public dole. Lots more. 

Then what about use rates? Don't 
most motorcyclists doff helmets when 
given the chance? 

No. Over 50% of the bikers in vol- 
untary use states wear helmets without 
laws. However, only a pitiful 11.9% of 
automobile drivers voluntarily use belts. 
In a one-shot experiment to teach rid- 
ers about helmet use, voluntary use 
rates were temporarily bumped up to 
over 70%, fully 500% higher than seat 
belt use rates! 

In any sense, it is not just the motor- 
cyclist who chooses to put his safety at 
risk by not using a helmet. It is a far 
greater number of auto drivers who 
cost society more money, die of face 
and head injuries more often, have 
lower voluntary protection rates, and 
are simply more numerous than motor- 
cyclists. In any perspective of highway 
safety, you ought to address this other 
group first, unless instead there is a 
political expedient at work recom- 
mending attention to only motorcyclists. 

I commend your effort to separate 
rider education from the helmet law 
issue and address it elsewhere. It prob- 
ably is more important than helmet 
laws, as you say. But if you desire to 
rationally address the problem of in- 
experience in accidents, then attend to 
that bill only, because helmets and 
helmet laws don't reduce the number 
of accidents. Accident preventive 
measures do. 

You should also know that California 
has fatality rates (per unit accident 
and per unit registration) comparable 
to a few of the so-called safe-states 
with fully functioning helmet laws. 

Before I ask you to reconsider your 
stand and withdraw the bill, I want 
you to know that the history of helmet 
laws implementation after the removal 
of the federal sanctioning powers in 
1976 is exactly 0%. Zip. That also goes 
for reinstatement tries after repeal. 
I'm only offering this as an indication 
that both state legislatures and bike- 
riding citizens are bone-weary of the 
issue and are rejecting it outright in 
case after case, bill after bill, state 





after state. You might keep this track 
record in the back of your mind, be- 
cause no legislator wants to be closely 


associated with albatross bills. 
Because you ride, and because 


many, many bike-riding constituents 
will be quick to paint you with a broad 
brush that says, "Floyd must hate 
bikers," won't you reconsider sponsor- 
ing the bill? Emotional appeal may be 
on your side, but the statistics aren't; 
the logic of priorities isn't; the social 
burden argument, or your "vegetable" 
argument isn't. And, believe me, 
bikers aren't on your side. Even your 
"lower insurance" argument is hope- 
lessly false: After four years of our ask- 
ing, по insurance company yet has 
admitted a schedule of lowering rates 
when helmet laws are introduced. 

To bring this to an end, we aren't 
going to make the arguments for vol- 
untary helmet use you'd like us to — 
you know, the easy ones: they break 
necks, they restrict vision, they're 
heavy, they're hot. We aren't taking 
the easy “anti-helmet” path, Mr. 
Floyd; we're taking on the tougher 
philosophical issue of required use; 
we're taking the high road, arguing for 
consideration of motorcyclists as ration- 
al and equal road users. 

I'd like to see you abandon the easy 
arguments, too. Skip the "social 
burden" nonsense, the "better insur- 
ance" drivel, and especially the har- 
angue about unhelmeted bikers be- 
coming "vegetables." You take on the 
hard arguments, too, like why legisla- 
tors continue to patronize motorcyclists; 
why legislators won't squarely face the 
ire of auto drivers when faced with re- 
quired seat belt use; and more subtly, 
why legislators don't as vigorously apply 
those hackneyed "vegetable" arguments 
to their auto-driver constituents. 

As you say in Cycle News West, 
there is change in the motorcycle 
market bringing many youthful and 
inexperienced riders into the picture. 
The increase in motorcyclist fatalities 
must be addressed by cooperative ef- 
forts between rider and legislator. But 
while fatality statistics are cold as can 
be, bear in mind that, like it or not, 
the helmet law issue will take prece- 
dence over any other accident counter- 
measure you may propose because it is 
a demonstrable threat to riders. Motor- 
cyclists will devote extraordinary time 
and energy to see its defeat. This has 
been the case in every single such effort 
since 1976. This is time and energy that 
could be spent on cooperative lobbying 
to provide training and prevent the 
logical precursor to needing a helmet. 
If you're into cost efficiency, realistic 
priority setting, and cooperative govern- 
ment, youll abandon this endeavor 
before bikers abandon your offer to 
help on rider education. I assure you, 
they have long memories.

Graham grabs 
Gardena Gold 
Cup HM

The eagerly awaited debut of 
Honda’s water-cooled V-twins 
was impressive, but tuner Ron 
Wood had his third Gardena 
Gold Cup when his rider Ricky Graham 
won the Expert main; without a 
doubt, one of the most exciting half 
miles seen at Ascot. Graham and Billy 
Labrie battled almost down to the wire 
for first. 

Forty-two Experts entered, with Tim 
Mertens the fastest qualifer at 22.28. 
He and Ricky Graham shot to the 
front of the first Expert heat, 
followed by Alex Jorgensen and Mike 
Inderbitzen. Graham kept the lead 
but Mertens had the bad luck to slide 
out and fall exiting turn two in the 
final stages of the race, leaving 
Jorgensen with the direct transfer. 

In the second heat, Dan Atkinson 
went down in the same spot, jamming 
his knee and the heat restart was held 
up for a long while as the second 
ambulance departed with Dan; it had 
left earlier with an injured Junior. On 
the restart it was Ted Davidson, Hank 
Scott and Billy Labrie out front, but 
Labrie went by Scott on the back 
straight, then nailed Davidson on the 
north turn. 

The third heat saw the two new 
factory Hondas manned by Jeff Haney 
and Freddie Spencer. They drag raced 
1-2 into turn one with Haney in the 
lead; third was Sal Hoffman over 
Larry Legarra and Danny Perkins. 
The Hondas were insurmountable, 
with Haney's Ascot experience giving 
him an edge over Spencer, and the 
pair of them pulled away from the rest 
of the field. From a tight three-way go, 
Legarra emerged third. Inspite of the 
Honda's speed though, Labrie's heat 
was still the fastest of the four. 


The fourth went to Steve Oort who 
held off repeated attempts by Rich 
Arnaiz to take the lead away from 
him, with Mickey Fay in a close third. 

Ted Davidson shot for the lead in 
the semi ahead of Mickey Fay and 
Hank Scott. Flying low was Danny 
Perkins, and for a bit it was a three- 
way go between Davidson, Perkins and 
Fay. Hank Scott was off the pace, 
slipping out of a transfer, but coming 
very fast was the TT specialist from 
Oregon, Brad Hurst. Hurst moved on 
up until he was right up there chasing 
Davidson with second place nailed 
down. The other final transfers were 
Fay and Mike Inderbitzin with 
Legarra and Perkins the first two 
alternates. 

Freddie Spencer was nursing a right 
hand that didn't feel right, so Brad 
Hurst took his place in the Trophy 
Dash. Labrie took off with the lead 
and although Fay challenged Labrie 
hard, Billy won it, then came Mertens 
and Hurst. 

Alex Jorgensen got the lead off the 
start of the Expert main but as lap one 
ended, he, Labrie, and Steve Oort 
hurtled into the front chute just about 
abreast of each other with Ricky 
Graham right with them. Rich Arnaiz 
fell and all too soon Haney was pulling 
in with one carb plugged up. Out 
front it was first Labrie, then Graham 
seesawing the lead back and forth with 
Jorgensen third until several laps later 
Allison and Spencer had moved by 
him. 

By lap nine Graham and Labrie had 
quite а lead built up over Allison who 
then lost third to Spencer. 

The two front runners were still 
hard at it, a gap, then Spencer, 
another gap, and a big fight for fourth 
between Allison, Jorgy and Brad Hurst 
who was going like blue blazes until he 
finally took command of the spot. Still 
up front were Graham and Labrie, 
who looked like he was doing a bit of 
stalking until a near get-off in exiting 
turn four cooled him down a bit so it 
looked like he settled a bit for second. 
Still, Ricky Graham was really on it and 
tuner Don Wood was all smiles when 
the trophies were awarded; his Harley 
had run as well as his Nortons. 


The Juniors had a real go at it. 
Coming out of the heats were Mike 
Hale in the first one which saw 
Tommy Walton losing his second 
place when Scott Podergois dove 
under him on the last turn on the last 
lap. Chris Cannon led the second one 
all the way until Rod Sullivan took 
over on the last lap. Third heat went 
to Steve Karsten over Jeff Johnson. 

The last heat had a bad get off when 
Steve Harvey came off his Harley and 
his helmet came off him before he hit 
the ground coming out of turn two 
onto the back straight. At this writing 
we aren't sure of his status, except he 
was responding to treatment in the 
emergency room at Harbor General. 

When they got going again it was 
Mike Garrison winning it in what 
turned out to be the fastest time, with 
Wyatt Scroggins breathing on him all 
the way. 

Scott Podergois held the semi lead 
for quite a while, then came Chris 
Cannon who had worked by Bill Scott 
and Jeff Johnson. Cannon took over 
the lead in the north turn on the later 
laps, almost coming off on the white 
flag lap but hanging onto it to get the 
flag first. 


After a red flag for a poor start in 
the main, Mike Hale went flying down 
the back chute from third place to first 
in one swoop. He put a little cushion 
between himself and the others for a 
while but Cannon was moving fast. He 
and Tom Walton went at it for a 
while, with Chris moving on to get by 
Steve Karsten. Podergois was a victim 
of mechanical ills and pulled into the 
pits, and Cannon kept on going until 
he passed Hale. For the whole race 
Rod Sullivan was right with the front 
runners in fourth place only to have 
his engine go on the last lap! The final 
run down was Cannon, Hale, Karsten 
and Johnson. 

Novice heat winners were Mark 
Key, David Boyles, Pete Hames and 
Charles "Bud" Carroll, with Boyles' 
heat being the fastest. 

In the main a couple of riders found 
themselves on row three, mostly 
because one rider with a severly 
dragging clutch was circling around 
back of the pack and the ones lined up 
could hear him coming and weren't 
going to be caught unaware. Hames 
took off and led from start to finish 
but without quite the lead he had last 
week. Frank Rosa ran with him for a 
while but Pete pulled away, leaving 
the battle between Dave Boyles and 
Bryan Yocum.

Semics had little trouble showing the 
rest of the competitors who was boss by 
winning both motos hands down.

PRRO road racers 
do it in the dirt

PHOENIX, AZ, MAR. 29 

The proverbial Arizona dust 
storms and an off-road race the 
week before had coated the track 
at Phoenix International Race- 
way with a thick layer of packed dirt. 
Sunday’s race went from being a road 
race into a modified TT until the hard 
layer of dirt could be broken loose and 
swept away. 

Fortunately, the soil and gravel on 
the track were responsible for the only 
spectacular get-off of the day. 

In the first GP heat, pack leader 
Willie Adams, riding an 1100 Suzuki, 
slid out in the dirt and was clipped by 
Bobby Russell, running a hot second 
on a Honda 500 flat tracker. Both 
Adams, Russell and their bikes landed 
in a tangle of arms, legs and wheels in 
the middle of the track, forcing the 
rest of the pack to gingerly work their 
way around them. 

Adams was on his feet first, pushing 
his Suzuki, which sported a dangling 
handlebar, off the track. Russell was 
lying underneath Adams and the two 
bikes, and had to wait until track of- 
ficials could sort him out from the 
bottom of the pile. An experienced 
California flat tracker who spends 
most of his time in the dirt, Russell im- 
mediately straightened the bars on his 
500 and hustled back into the race. 
Not content with dead last, he wheelied 
across the infield and re-entered the 
track in second place. 

It was a real crowd-pleaser, but that 
move cost him the heat; cutting the 
track, even while doing it on one 
wheel, is a no-no. 

Adams’ bars were beyond repair, 
and he was out for the rest of the day. 

The second GP heat saw Russell 
(“The terror of Ascot”) running a hot 








first for all of the 10 laps. Close behind 
him was Greg Wing on a Kawasaki 
1000, and Brian O’Neill on a TZ 350. 
When trophy time rolled around, Rus- 
sell's disqualification in the first heat 
put him in third place, with Wing tak- 
ing second and O’Neill carrying home 
the gold. 

The 550cc Super Street race had the 
fiercest competition of the entire race, 
between Norm Benedum on a Suzuki 
450 and Eugene Coward on a Honda 
550. Loose soil on the track and a con- 
fused start separated the two riders in 
the first heat, but both knew the 
second heat would determine who 
walked away with first. 

From the second the starter’s flag 
dropped, both racers were never more 
than 20 feet apart for the entire 10 
laps. Running a close first and second, 
Benedum and Coward vied constantly 
for the lead, which changed with every 
lap. 

The powerful Honda dominated the 
straights, but the nimble Suzuki re- 
covered lost ground in the turns. A 
tank-slapping speed wobble on the 
first decreasing radius turn put Bene- 
dum back in second place, and he was 
only able to break past Coward on the 
final hairpin and hold a lead of two 
feet to the finish line to take home a 
first. 

Both riders, fiercely competitive and 
equally talented, kept the crowd on 
their feet with spectacular, head-to- 
head racing.

Maxima Yamaha rider Ronnie 
Lechien began his Professional 
career the way every rider would 
like to, with a win, as he ran away 
with the second moto after a closing 
second in the first round of the 125cc 
class.

However, Yamaha rider Scott Meyer 
also moved past Tripes and now it 
looked tobe a second for Faure, but 
then Meyer went after Jon, but to no 
avail as the Honda rider was up to the 
challenge. It, however, was anti- 
climatic at the finish as Tripes went 
out in the second to last lap. 

In the 250cc Pros, Mark Howell 
(Yam) scored a come-from-behind win 
for his second straight in the Coke 
Spring Series. The first moto saw 
Honda-mounted Kirk Grissom win 
easily over Howell. In the second moto 
Howell took the holeshot, but Grissom 
started reeling him in. However, 
Grissom moved just a little too high 
trying to make an outside pass, caught 
the top berm and did an off-side to 
end the challenge. The race for second 
once was the big show as Scott Meyer 
(Hon) and Dan Watson (Yam) had a 
race long dice with Meyer taking a tie- 
breaker off a 4-2 finish over Watson's 
3-3 effort. 

The ATCs were out in ever larger 
numbers Wednesday, spurred on by 
the merchandise certifi cate awards 
and the fact that they are part of CMC 
and the Coke Championship series this 
year. The outstanding class of the 
night was the Open Modifieds as 
Team Honda's Mark Weixeldorfer, Ace 
Williams, and Dean Sundahl were on 
hand for the action. However, at the 
checker of the second moto it was John 
Campos and his “little” Honda in a tie- 
breaker over Weixeldorfer and his 
250cc blaster! 

Moving back to two wheels, the out- 
standing Intermediate class was the 
125s where Yamaha-mounted Terry 
Murray scored his second straight win, 
but not with a “ride out” like last week 
as he wound up third in the first moto 
behind George Speck (Yam) and 
David Capehart (Kaw). For awhile in 
the second moto, it looked like it was 
going to be a three way tie-breaker in 
the second go-’round, then it looked to 
be all over as Speck moved to second, 
but then Bobby Vrhel came up out of 
nowhere to pass Speck and give the 
overall back to Murray. Speck made 
several spectacular tries to regain sec- 
ond lace, but to no avail, and Murray

On lap four of the last turn, 
Bast edged past Hawley to take third 
and the last transfer spot. DeTemple 
rode a superb race and beat out 
Gagnon for first.

The third division main gave Pat 
Cain his first chance to race speedway 
and race he did, beating out Steve 
Bauer, Ron Blanton, Dave Wooten, 
Ed Castro and Steve Murray. 

The second division main had some 
trouble getting started and getting 
finished as nearly everyone at some- 
time during the race went down. 
Coming out on top was Greg Ayers 
followed by Artie Nay, Jeff Havaco, 
Kerry Miller, Keith Larsen and Tom 
Hughes. 

The handicap consolation was of 
championship caliber and probably 
the best race of the night. When the 
starting tape went up, it was a tight 
start with no rollers because of the new 
rule — a 20-yard penalty. In turn one, 
everyone met in what looked like a 
possible tie-up, but no one went down.

Dave DeTemple did a fabulous 
job of working his way through traffic, 
but there weren't enough laps to let 
him catch Miller or Ford. 

The scratch consolation matched

The big banana, the scratch main 
event, brought the house to its feet 
about three times as there were three 
restarts. First, with Mike Bast in front, 
King and Ferrell went down. On the 
second start with Bast out in front, 
King and DeTemple went down. 
DeTemple was disqualified. The third 
time, Bast got in front, but King and 
Ferrell went down for one more restart.

When the race finally got under way, 
Bast was out in front where he stayed 
for the remainder of the race.

With nearly 500 riders on the three- 
minute plus track, it made for a long 
day with over 20-minute motos all 
around but the late part of the day 
called for some shortening. 

Ken Cummins’. 1-2 won the first 
division of 125cc Novice for the overall 
with Scott Rohrs in for second with a 
pair of threes over Hil Muscatell (5-5) 
and Bob Alexander (2-8). Greg Vlahos 
didn’t have a good day in the first of 
many such occurances, finishing near 
the back in round one and then 
winning the second round. The 
Muscatel kid is the sixth brother in a 
group of eight that stretches back into 
the 60s. 

George Holland will be 16 in early 
June and has already been rewarded 
with a Pro card from the AMA once he 
reaches his proper birth date and let 
me tell you all that he is ready. The 
other 40 riders in this 125cc Expert set 
up were just there to follow this Suzuki 
R & D rider around. He literally 
devasted the ranks. A fine second 
place went to Washington state rider 
Robb Manning with a pair of two's 
while Jeff Stanford took the third with 
the pair to match. Tom Odekirk broke 
the monotony by taking fourth with a 
6-4 count over Brian Magee on the 
L/C Racing YZ, with sixth to young 
Rick Ryan. Rod Smith rode in over 
Jeff Nichols, Al Silhanek and Byron 
Estes. 

Bill Fernandez aced the first division 
of 250cc Novice for an easy time with 
Mike Fodge second on a B & T 
Kawasaki. Mike Buasch put a 5-2 
effort in for third on another Team 
Palo Alto Yamaha YZ. 

Kacy Killian rode his Husky in for 
the win in the other Novice division 
with a 2-1 count over Ron DiNapoli's 
3-2 and Mike Sage, down Нот 
Redding for third with a 1-4. 

Eric Conrad put the consistency 
program to good task in the 250cc 
junior class with a double deuce 
campaign that won. Don Clark looked 
like the logical do it kid but got into 
trouble in the second round after 
winning the first and had to come 
from behind to take third and the 
second spot overall. Mike Lotten put a 
4-6 set of numbers into the third spot 
over Hayward  Yamaha's Danny 
Castro. Danny had some trouble 
getting going from the line in round 
one and worked from last to 10th and 
then won the second round for a 
fourth overall and a likely set of Expert 
plates. Jeff Krekelberg rode a Maico in 
for fifth for one of the local-young- 
riders-to-do-good category. 











It was another no contest for the 
first prize in 250cc Expert despite some 
great racing. Joey Schlag and Team 
KTM wrote their own script, acted 
and directed the production for two 
runaway wins for Cycle Rider Supply 
stores. This is the kid to watch in the 
250cc National Amateur title chase. 

Randy Chapman was the second 
rider in for EuroCycle Maico with a 2- 
3 count and Brad Emery did a superb 
job for third with a 7-2 count and 
second round drive that was great to 
watch. Jerry Brandt got both holeshots 
and a 3-8 count for fourth over Randy 
Pockrandt, Steve Correy and Jim 
Cunningham. 

An honorable mention goes to 
Chuck Aksland who had a good run 
going in the first round but lost the 
brake arm on the second lap. He did 
some great dicing but the downhill was 
getting a bit much with no rear brake, 
finishing sixth and then crashing out 
of round two. 

The Open Expert round looked like 
the good old Blue Plate days from a 
few years ago with former 500cc 
National Amateur champ Eric 
McKenna being chased by Petaluma 
Cycle Center's Dean Wiggings. The 
other close chaser was George 
McNamara on his Yamaha-supported 
Petaluma machine. The difference 
came in the start of the second round 
when both Wiggins and McKenna got 
together, on the ground, and had to 
start from the back. 

The overall went to McNamara with 
two threes while Jim Inglebright 
brought home the Bob’s Auto Parts 
Maico for second with a 6-5 count. 
McKenna mixed it up good for third 
with a 1-10 and fourth was Perry 
Donohew with a 9-4. Wiggins got 
seventh with a 2-14 and the second 
round win went to D-36 champ Allen 
Berluti who was doing well in the first 
round when a chain went south while 
he was trying to go north. Another 
hard luck mention has to go to 
Rough-N-Ready Maico rider Thomas 
Patrick O'Donnell who took second in 
the second round but had a 36 finish 
for a not so good overall. 

Once again, the Dirt Diggers out 
did themselves in making a very tough 
course, but not one that was 
dangerous. They got lots of help from 
F troop, Sierra OT guys and even the 
Polka Dots M.C. A Bill Onga-designed 
track made for some kind of heartache 
stories but that’s what makes moto- 
cross a little bit tougher than most 
brands of sports and maybe even what 
makes it the toughest form of 
competition around.

Munyon tops Hi- 
Mountain Enduro

When entering the camping and 
pit area, one could quickly see 
that a lot of time and effort is put 
into the Hi-Mountain Enduro by 
the Cal Poly (San Luis Obispo) Pen- 
guins. From the organized and quiet 
camping area — as no bikes were al- 

lowed to be started until race time on 
Sunday — to an open pit barbeque 
that was hosted by the Central Coast 
Motorcycle Association, there were 
plenty of pre-race activities on Saturday 
including a trials school, a seminar on 
S&W shocks, and a timekeeping lesson 
given by Jerry Counts, who motored 
his Team Al Baker-sponsored Honda 
XR250R to second Four-stroke A with 
a score of 12 the following day. 

Another thing you noticed was riders 
working on their mufflers, as only a 
few passed the 104 decibel maximum 
at the sound test. Finishing off the day 
was home movies of the ISDT and past 
Hi-Mountain Enduros. 

With all of this very enjoyable enter- 
tainment on Saturday, you almost for- 
got there was an enduro the following 
day, but 7 a.m. Sunday arrived and 
many nervous C riders prepared to 
ride through the gate and down the 
pavement to mark the start of the 31st 
annual Hi-Mountain Enduro. 

The A and B riders started an hour 
later and went the opposite direction 
on the pavement and up into the fog. 
As second Open A (with 2) Spectro/ 
Super Seer/ND/DMG Maico-sponsored 
Grant Palenske wheelied down the pave- 
ment at the start, third Open A (2) 
John Haaker bounced his Husky 430 
up the rain-rutted, manzanita-lined 
ridge at 27 mph, while third Four-stroke 
A (15) Mike Haney slid his Yamaha 500 
into the first tie-breaker check just 6.3 
miles out. 

Third 200cc (2) Kim Brandenburg 
sat at the reset just past the check, while 
second 250cc A (3) Doug Barth did 
some timekeeping down a short section 
of pavement, which was at 24 mph. 

Following that stretch of pavement, 
first Four-stroke A (6) Doug Tullis 
motocrosed his Honda  XR200 


through some very windy trails, as 





second Senior A (15) Ron Fry made 
sure he kept his Yamaha 465 out of the 
huge rain ruts that crossed the fire- 
roads while first 200cc A (1), S&T 
Kawasaki-sponsored Everett Angle, 
buzzed his KDX175 into the first gas. 

Most of the riders filing into the gas 
stop were complaining about the fog 
up on the higher sections of the course 
as it was causing some real goggle 
problems. 

Meanwhile, many riders took on gas, 
including second Open B (5) Steve 


Wheeler, third 250cc B (15) Dan 
Waller and first 200cc B (5) Joe 
Bonello. 


Keeping his bike straight through 
the whooped-out wash just past the gas 
was first 250cc B Bill Keese (13) with 
third Open B (5) Gary Gibbs negoti- 
ating the tight, twisty trails ahead. 
Second 200cc B (6) Roger Gauvin flew 
his Can-Am off the rock steps on the 
downhill that the Penguins used as an 
uphill last year. 

First Open B (4) Mike Martin 
headed into the tie-breaker check a 
few miles past the downhill while third 
200cc B (9) Paul Beck and second 
250cc B Jim Tripp cruised down the 
pavement to the first loop finish which 
was also the C riders' finish. 

Taking on fuel and relaxing during 
the hour-long break between loops 
were second Four-stroke B (19) 
Michael Lessley, third Four-stroke B 
(21) Toby Kramasz and winning Four- 
stroke B (15) Tony Segale. 

Starting the second loop, which was 
the C loop with faster speed averages, 
first 250cc A (1) Mike Garrett wheelied 
his Suzuki PE250 down the pavement, 
which was at 42 mph, while second
